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FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 



FOURTH SESSION. 



Monday, March 15, 1880. 
Speaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers by Rev. Mr. Fraser. 

MOTIONS, 

Mr. Cowan moved that tho houao re- 
■olve itself into a committee of the whole 
for the purpose of taking into considera- 
tion the expediency of abolishing the road 
tolls collected upon the Cariboo wagon 
road. 

The mover said the tolls collected were 

• Bpeoial tax on the people of that dis- 
trict, and the mining industries wore de- 
serving rather of being encouraged at tho 
expense of the whole community than at 
that of one district. The smallest annual 
revenue collected from the district had 
been over §15,000 and the largest had 
exceeded $26,000, the average annual re- 
turn being §25,882. He thought when 
these facts w^re considered the house 
would, see the advisability of considering 
the resolution. 

Mr. Wilson said the tax was sevorely 
felt in the district, but while recognizing 
the expediency of maintaining roads by 
collecting tolls upon them ho thought the 
principle should be applied gonorally and 
not particularly. The completion of the 
railway furnished another argument, also, 
in favor of the abolition of the road tolls. 

Mr. Galbraith said the question also 
affected the district of Cassiar, and think- 
ing that no exception should be made he 
hoped Cassiar district would bo also in- 
cluded in the consideration of tho aboli- 
tion of road tolls. 

Mr. Allen was glad to see the question 
brought up, as he thought it was uufair 
that one district should bo taxed for roads 
while other districts were free in this re- 
spect. 

• Mr. McLeese took the same view. The 
prosperity of the country eminently de- 
pended on the development of iis min- 
eral ttoalth, and districts which yielded 
the precious metals should of tho two be 
favored rather than handicappod. 

Hon, Mr. Smithe asked that the ques- 
tion be allowed to stand over until the 
, estimates had boen considered. 

Dxbate was adjourned until next 
Wednesday. 

•CONSOLIDATION OK STATUTES. 

Hon Mr. Davie moved that tho house 
resolve itself into committee to consider 
a clause to be inserted in the bill relating 
to the consolidation of the statutes, pro 
tiding for the expense attendant upun 
■uoh consolidation. 
. Carried; Mr. Wilson in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that the com- 
mittee recommend that a clause providing 
for the remuneration of tho commission- 
era and the expanse attendant on print- 
ing and binding of the statutes bo insert- 
ed in the bill now beforo thu house rela- 
tive to the revision and consolidation of 
the statutes. 

Carried. Committee rose, and the re- 
port was approved by tho houac. 

SUNDAY CLOSING. 

Mr. Cunningham moved that — 

Wheireas <* largo number of the inhab- 
itants of the province of British Colum- 
bia, during the session of 1885, presonted 
to this house petitions for the' passing of 
an act to close saloons, and other places 
where intoxicating liquors are sold by ro- 
'taiil, during tho hours of Sunday; 

And whereas this house has, during the 
present session, received another petition 
on the same subject; 

Resolved, That in tho opinion of this 
house it is desirable that the government 
should consider tho advisability of legis- 
lating on thia important matter during 
the present session. 

The mover said he had no intention of 
t*king up the time of tho house or of 
making a speech on temperance. Ho had, 
»o far, not hoard the question mentioned 
this session relative to the petitions ask- 
ing for the closing of saloons on Sunday. 
The house last year had doomed it unad- 
visable to interfero, but it soomed the 
people were not satisfied with this. What 
was wanted was tho application of tho law 
obtaining in Ontario. (Quoted from 33 
aeotion, chap. 32, stats. Ontario, 18G9, 
enacting that all places used for sale of 
liquor, be closed between tho hours of 
seven p. ra. on Saturdays until six a. m. 
OP the following Monday.) He hoped the 



houso would express itself favorably to 
the prayer of the petitions. 

Mr. Martin was glad to give the honor- 
able gentlemen all credit for uincority, but 
if tho power in this respect rested with 
municipalities it would never do to apply 
it to the outlying mainland districts. Ho 
believed that all saloons should bo closed 
during the progress of religious services, 
but to render compulsory their so remain- 
ing between the hours mentioned in the 
resolution would not he thought apply 
with equal advantage to all parts of tho 
province. In outlying places farmers and 
others wore in the habit of traveling milos 
to attend church on Sundays, and were 
accustomed afterwards to repair to saloons 
to have a glass it might be and meet ill con- 
verse with friends whom the occasion had 
brought together, and it would, from an 
over sensitive notion of tho proprieties, bo 
a positive hardship to deprive them of thu 
use of a place of gathering where was fur- 
nished the only opportunity of meeting 
during the week. Tho resolution pro- 
posed legislation for teetotallers and the 
house had no moro right to legislate in 
favor of ono class than another. 
Unless the resolution was amended re- 
stricting the compulsory closing to church 
hours ho should opposo it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said if tho movor 
would introduce a bill having tho object 
of the rosolutiou he would give it his 
hearty support, but at present to support 
it. would be to give it the appearance of a 
government measuro, which ho thought 
was not what the exigencies of the ques- 
tion n.t present demanded. Ho was confi- 
dent that tho majority engaged in the li- 
quor trade could see that in the interest of 
their tradea and families it was expedient 
to close saloons and taverns during church 
hours, Jo give those keeping them a rost 
or an opportunity of attending divine ser- 
vice without prejudice to their business 
from being closed, while other saloons 
wore allowed to remain open. It was also 
a question whether the public interest 
would not be also conserved by the clos- 
ing of saloons during church hours. Tho 
objection of tho member for Yale to tho 
effeot that persona after attending church 
would not be able to go and spend tho 
rest of the Sabbath day and night in a 
carousal in saloons, suggested a paradox, 
and he thought if suo'Ji were tho 
tendency it would ba tho boat thing that 
could bo done for them to cloae up tho 
saloons during the time auggeated. If 
brought in as a private bill he would sup- 
port the mouBure. 

Mr, .Raybould aaid tho request coining 
as it did from some 700 persons was de- 
serving of consideration. Ho differed 
from tho member for Yalo (Mr, Martin) 
that thia was a teetotal question; it was a 
deeply moral and social one. It would be 
unwise to ondoavor to compol those to at 
tend ohnrch who did not wish to, but it 
wns the duty of the houso to protect those 
who could not protect themselves. In 
Ireland a Sunday closing net had worked 
well. Tun law should be the turns hero 
in this respect, not only with regard to 
liquor but to the sale of everything else 
on Sunday. Peoplo with a little provi- 
dence could supply themselves with all 
necessaries on thp preceding day, for all 
wanted Sabbath ies'. Public Bontimont 
was growing, and tho time was coining 
when tho house would foel itself buund to 
take action on this important question. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked that the reso- 
lution be withdrawn, as in its present 
present shapo, if pressed to a division, it 
might cause some who might favor it in 
another form to vote against it. 

Mr. Cunningham was willing if nothing 
bettor could be done at present. All ho 
hoped was that it would uot have the 
effect that had resultod from tho move- 
ment of last year — in tho matter boing 
quietly shelved. He would, however, 
bring it in a bill or induce some other 
membor to do so. Tho remarks of the 
member for Yale forcibly reminded him 
of a little incident that had occurred to 
himself on tho previous day. He had 
heard a very excellent discourse by the 
Rev. Mr. Gordon at the Presbyterian 
church, and left the sacred building great- 
ly editied in company with two friends. 
The conversation naturally turned upnn 
the religious precepts that had bejn plac- 
ed before them and the felicitous lan • 
guage in which they had been clothed. 
With these thoughts uppermost in their 
mind, passing along Government stroet 
they came to a saloon, whereupon one of 
tho gentlemen in his company Baid "Cun- 
ningham; come in and have a nip!" 
(Laughter ) He refused and walked off to 
his hotel, "while my late companion," 
continued the spoaker, ' 'turned into the 
saloon and had a nip. Now, if all the 
saloons had been clossed thoy would have 
carried home with them the lesson of what 
they hud heard, but as it was, it was all 
swept away in a nip I" 

Mr. Galbraith thought tho remarks of 
the honorable provincial secretary in re- 
ference to what Mr. Martin hud said 
should not go forth in a false light. What 
the member for Yale had in- 
tended to convey, was that the 
peoplo of the mainland did not go and 
carouse afler church, as tho provincial 
secretary seemed to wish to construe the 
language, but merely felt tho comfort of 
a pluce of accommodation boing open for 
man and beast, where temporary and ne- 
cessary refreshment could be procured 
after Or before a more or less lengthy 
journey. He would adviso the moror of 
the resolution to perauado the good people 
of Now Westminster to uso their influ- 
ence at tho municipal eloctions and legis- 
lation on tho subject would come after- 
wards. Ho was bound to say tho ovil as 
complained of had not been shown in his 
district, as might have boon tho cast* in 
tho cities. 

Resolution was withdrawn, 

lieutbnant-ciovp.knor's speech. 
Consideration of his honor's speech 
made at the beginning of the session to 
be considered on Wednesday next. 

Mr. Allen moved that an order of the house 
be granted for a return of copies 
of the report of work douo on suction 3, 
trunk road, Cache creek to Bridge creek (or 
tho months of April.May.Jnne, October and 
November, in tho year 1885, together with 
names of workmen and number of, days 
worked by oach man in oach mouth. Also, 
copies of report of work done on section 1, 
trunk road, Bridge creek to Soda crook, for 
tho months from June to December, 1885, 
inclusive, together with tho names of work- 
men, and number of days worked by ouch 
man in each month. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe said the error arose, 



so far as he could make out, from the 
foreman of the road having confused two 
sections in his report. 
Motion was carried. 

A bill entitled uu act to amend the 
timber act, .1884, introduced by Hun. Mr. 
Smithe, was read a first time. Second 
reading on Thursday. 

PRIVATE BILLS. 

The time for receiving reports of private 
bi'ls from the private bills committee was 
extended to the 19th inst. 

LAND ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill entitled an act to amend the 
Lund act of 1884. Contrary to its signi- 
fication the bill referred entirely to water 
— the provision that the transfer of water 
privileges should go with the transfer of 
land. The second provision altered tho 
law in respect of disputes upon tho water 
privileges, giving tho power of appeal to 
the supreme court. The third provision 
was to give validity so far as it was rea- 
sonably possiblo to tho records, technical 
flaws in which were duo in most cases 
more to the government officers than to 
those applying for auoh record. The pre- 
sont bill provided that nothing in it con- 
tained should afi'eot pending litigation in 
this respect Ho had been careful to 
make tho bill aa seourafive as possible and 
not destructive of the rights of thoao en- 
joying water privileges. Tho subject was 
a delicate one and the difficulty he had 
met in attempting to deal, with it con- 
vinced him that ho could not submit it in 
a perfect form to tho house, and there- 
fore ho would welcome any practical sug- 
gestions that might be made to amend it 
in committee, 

Houso went into committee, Mr. Cun- 
ningham in tho chair. 

Tho committee reported tho bill com- 
plete with amendments. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

Hon. Mr. Duck presented the publio 
accounts for the half year ending ;slst 
Docomber, 1885. 

CONSOLIDATION OF STATUTES. 

The bill for the consolidation of the 
statutes, introduced by Hun. Mr. Davie, 
was again considered in committee, Mr. 
Semlin in the chair. 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

NANAIMO WATER WORKS ACT. 

Mr Dunsmuir moved the adoption of 
tho Nanaimo water works amendment 
bill report. Carried.

TJiM CANADIAN MILITIA. 

Tho report of tho minister of militia 
places tho totnl ostabliahed Btrength of 
the Canadian force at 37,3G0. Of these 
18,070 were authorized to perform annual 
.drill and 17,020 did perform it. The 
cavalry number, including tho Royal 
rnilitiry college and schools, 1,987; artil- 
lery, :t,782; engineers, 243; and infantry 
3(3 914; The expenditure for tho year was 
§1,003,040. The expenditure for pensions 
was $23,210, distributed among 550 pen- 
sioners. General Middleton's report is an 
elaborate one. He recommends the for- 
mation of one or two corps of mounted 
infantry for Manitoba and the Northwest, 
that all officers of tho permanent militia 
force should rank senior to other militia 
officers of their own rank, in. accordance 
with Imperial regulations on that point; 
that all tho old knapsacks be withdrawn 
and the valise equipment alone be used; 
that Jbrown leather bolts be gradually sub- 
stituted for the present bull' belts; and a 
fatigue cap of the pattern worn by officers 
for active service, and a light patrol jacket 
such as was sent to the Northwest by the 
ladies of Quebec ar.d Ontario, be added. 
Ho also urges "the strong necessity that 
in my opinion exists of reducing the 
strength of the f jrco, and of drilling each 
rural rogimdnt every year " The report 
of Lieut. -Col. J. S. Holmes, acting D. A. 
G of the British Columbia district, places 
tho strength of the force in this pro- 
vince as

Rillea, 2 companies. 91 

Total 279 

Number authorized to drill 240 

The formation of batteries of garrison 
artillery at Nanaiino and Granville and of 
a mounted rifle corps at Okanagan, is 
again strongly recommended. Attention 
is called to the incompleteness of district 
stores in the matter of artillery, clothing 
and accoutrements; also to tho necessity 
of replacing the present store of rifle ac- 
coutreinenfa with other and more modern 
patterns, and the desirability of a change 
in the system of supplying clothing. The 
batteries at Victoria and Esquimalt were 
reported to be in good order. 

THE BONOS SYSTEM. 

Tho Vancouver Herald is opposed to tho 
bonus system, belie I'ing Unit enterprises 
»li(.ri!ii !>i jeijtlirbd to supply their own 
capital and not look for assistance from 
governments or municipalities.,, In the 
abstract, perhaps, our ..contemporary is 
right; but thero are cases whore it is in 
tho public interest to encourage and assist 
enterprises so as to induce men with capi- 
tal to embark in them. The bunus system 
has been tried in eastern Canada and in 
most cases has proved successful. Several 
largj manufacturing. towiiB have been 
built up by liberal graiit3 from provincial 
and municipal treasuries; and even so im- 
portant and wealthy a metropolis as Mon- 
treal is not above holding out inducements 
to manufacturers. Only the other day 
we road that a large manufacturing firm, 
which had been previously bonused, hav- 
ing decided to invest an additional $100,- 
000 iu their business, applied to the board 
of aldermen to be accorded the privilege 
of free water and freedom from taxation 
for a period of ten years. The board 
unanimously extended tho aid asked. If 
Montreal feels tho importance of encour- 
aging industrial enterprises within her 
liniita how much more should tho strug- 
gling communities of the far west, which 
are compelled to bring from abroad near- 
ly every article they eat, wear and drink, 
bo alive to the necessity of bonusing in- 
dustrial and other enterprises which will 
secure for them tho prosperity 'hat is in- 
separable to home production. Why, tho 
town of Vancouver, whore the Herald is 
published, is made possible by the action 
of the Dominion government in aiding the 
Canadian Pacific railway. Without a cash 
and land bonus where would have the 
groat railway have been to-day f In the 
realms of fancy, The bonus system iB in- 
deed a "great and grand" conception. Be- 
sides insuring ihe prosperity of Canada it 
has confirmed and consolidated confedera- 
tion. 

CI BINET KEPBE8ENTA TIUN. 

Senator Mclnness, who is now a repre- 
sentative of Nowhere, evidently looks 
forward to obtaining a seat in the cabinet. 
On the 17th inst. ho proposes to put him- 
self on record as follows: — 

Whereas, only four provinces of the 
Dominion, ombracing only one sixteenth 
of its area, and all lying to tho eastward 
of its centre, aro represented in the cabi- 
net; and whereas, the absence from the 
cabinet of any representative of tho cen- 
tral or prairie section of tho Dominion, 
contributed largely to the line of conduct 
on tho part of tho government which led 
to tho Northwest insurrection of 1885; 
and whereas, the absence from the cabi 
net of any representative of the Pacific 
province, caused the government to with- 
draw all their lands in that province from 
sale and pre-emption for tho space of 
nine years, and to adopt in other matters 
a policy calculated to retard its settlement 
and lessen its material prosperity; there- 
fore resolved, that in the opinion of this 
house, justico and expediency both de- 
mand that the central or prairie section 
and tho western or Pacific section of the 
Duminion should each be represented in 
the Queen' s privy coun cil of Canada. 

OTTA WA POLITICS. 

Mr. Drake lias boon driven into a holo 
by the astuto loader of the government 
and it will require all the finesse at the 
command of his party and that of tho 
disaffected Blous to pull him out. The 
dispatch givon elsewhere shows how com- 
pletely the liberal leador hah been out- 
wittod by Sir John. His only alternative 
is to amend Landry's resolution con- 
demning the government for the execu- 
tion of Rial, If hi* amendment »hmild 
call for an inquiry into Northwest mat 
tors anterior to tho rebellion the Quoboc 
boltors, who have raised the cry of "Race 
and Revenge," will not support him; and 
if ho should vote for tho Luidry resolu- 
tion many of his Ontario followers will 
refuse to go with him. But supposo the 
government defeated by the combined 
grit and bleu voto, what would happen/ 
A general election, when Ontario and the 
maritime provinces would sustain the gov- 
ernment's action in hanging Riel and the 
liberal prospects for office would bo dim- 
mar than ever. The debate on Londry's 
motion was set for Thursday, nnd will ho 
continued from dny to day until a voto is 
had. The result should ho known here 
very soon,

The official statement of the public ac- 
counts for the half year ended December 
31st, 1885, shows that at that date the 
balance of liabilities over assets was only 
§129,488.07, instoad of between 5300,000 
and §400,000, as the insane "man of tho 
Times has stoutly assertod. Tho state- 
ment further shows there is remaining 
unexpended of the appropriation of 18S5 
more than §320,000. We do not think 
that tho government have reason to be 
ashamod of the condition of tho finances;

THE CAN A US AN IM AHCIft'E. 

Some Interesting Facts for ISri- 
lisli Columbia us. 

The report of the minister of marine 
and fisheries shows that tho number of 
light stations in Canada is 520, of light- 
houses 017, of fog whistles 23, nnd of 
automatic fog horns 12. Tho lighthouse 
system iB separated into six divisions: Tho 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, British Columbia, and Prince 
Edward Island. The report says: "Tho 
British Columbia division is under charge 
of Mr H G. Lewis, agent of this depig- 
ment at Victoria, who was appointed 'to 
this position by Order in Council of tho 
11th May, 1885. There are eight light- 
houses in this province, and one fog- 
whistlo, under the charge of eight keepers 
who provide the necessary assistants. 
During tho past season a lighthouse was 
erected on Georgina point, tho northern- 
most extremity nf Mayuo island, in the 
district of Vancouver, and a fixed white 
light shown in June last. The light is 
elevated 55 feet above high water mark, 
and should be visible 12 miles. The il- 
luminating apparatus is dioptric of the 
sixth order. The building is of wood, and 
consists of a square tower, 42 feet high 
from the ground to the lantern vano, with 
koeper's dwelling attached. This light, 
besides sorving as a coast liglit for tho 
Strait of Georgia, indicates the eastern 
entrance to Active Pass, or Plumper Pass, 
as set down on the American charts. 
This lighthouse was built under contract 
by Mr, Arthur Finny of Victoria, for 
§3,000. A contract was entered into with 
Mr. Alex. Mennie, of Port Moody, for 
the erection of a lighthouse on Sea Bird 
Point, Discovery Island, Haro Straits, 
for §2,300. The building has boon com- 
pleted and the light will shortly bo put in 
operation. An appropriation was made 
by parliament at its last session tor the 
erection of a lighthouse on East Point, 
Saturna Island, and tenders will shortly 
be invited for this work. Extensive ro- 
psirs were carried out during the year at, 
Race Rocks light station. The total cost 
of maintaining the lights in the province 
of British Columbia for tho fiscal year was 
§16,457.70, and the expenditure for con- 
struction was $1,617.01. Rodger Douglas 
was placed in charge of tho Sand Heads 
"light, Fraser river, on July 16th, and Guo. 
Brown to tho Discovery Island light on 
Oct. 15th. The total casualties to British, 
Canadian and foreign sea-going vessels 
leported to the department as having oc- 
curred in Canadian waters for tho year 
ending Dec, 31st, was 174, representing a 
tonnage of 79,552 tons register, and the 
amount of loss both partial and total to 
vessels and cargoes was §1,210,090. The 
numbor of lives lost in connection with 
these casualties was 21— ton in Canadian 
waters and eleven in wators other than 
Canadian, The disasters in the inland 
waters for tho year numbered 21. The 
tonnago involved was 0095 tons, and the 
number of lives lost was 48. The amount 
of loss, partial and total, to both vessels 
and cargoes was §358,728. Tho total num- 
ber of vosbbIb remaining on the register 
books of the Dominion on the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1885, including old and now vessels, 
sailing vessels, steamers and barges, was 
7,315, measuring 1,231,850 tons register 
tonnage, boing an incroaso of 01 vessels 
and a decrease of tonnage of 21,891 tons 
register, as compared with 1S84 The 
number of steamers on tho registry books 
on tho same date was 1,131, with a gross 
tonnage of 212,570 tons. Assuming the 
average value to be §30 per ton, tho value 
of the regiatorod tonnage of Caiutda, on 
the 31st Decembor last would bo §30,955,- 
080. The number of vessels on tho Vic- 
toria register is 102, steamers 54; gross 
tonnage atcamors, 11,247; total net 
tonnage, New Westminster regis- 

ter, 21 vesaela, 20 steamers; 2,015 gross 
tonnage, 1839 net tonnage. A comparative 
atatementof the increases in your province 
may be of interest. In 1873 there were 30 
vessels on the B. C. register; 187-1, 35; 
1876,40; 1878,51; 1880, 03; 1882, 84: 
1834, 115; 1885, 123 There wore six now 
vessels built and registered in British Co- 
lumbia last year. There are 11 licensed 
and qualitiod pilots in the British Colum- 
bia district, and 9 certificated masters and 
mates. Tho total amount of pilotage dueB 
received was §9,294, of which sum 
§1,072.25 was recoivod from British and 
§7,321.75 from foreign vosaeli, Tho entire 
receipts for dues, certificates, fines, etc , 
amounted to §10, 100.84, including balance 
of last year, and the expenditure equalled 
tho receipts. 

CANADA AND THE) PACIFIC. 

Opposition to the Designs of 
Selfish Powers. 

Nkw Yoka, Itlft(;h 8. — A cablegram 
says: The high commissioner for the Do- 
minion of Canada, Sir Charles Tup per, 
accompanied by the agents general of the 
various Australian colonies, waited upon 
Earl Granville, secretary of state for tho 
colonies, at the colonial ofiice recently, to 
point out the possible results which might 
follow from the recent treaty between 
Franco and Germany by the terms of 
which tho latter power agreed not to in- 
terfere with the acquisition by the French 
ropublic of the Now Hebrides. Lord 
Granville states that tho French govern- 
ment already has been imnmuicated 
with by tho foreign office and it had re- 
plied that it was aware of tho arrangement 
and would respect it. He had no reason 
whatover to apprehend that France had 
any design on the Now Hebrides. The 
British government was quite aware of 
tho strong objection entertained by tho 
people of Australia to any fresh acquisi- 
tion by foreign powers of territory in the 
south PaciGo, and every effort" would be 
made to insure their wishes- being carried 
out. This is the first occasion that Cana- 
da has joined with the Australian colon- 
ies in matters connected with tho Pacific 
ocean, the government of the Dominion 
now regarding itself, since tho completion 
of the Canadian Pacific railroad, as hav- 
ing an important interest in that ocean 
and the islands it contains.

Montreal, March 15. — Gustav Mer- 
clore, ledger-keeper at tho Bank National, 
has absconded, after having carried on a 
regular system of forgery for some time. 
His method was to place his initials on a 
check, get it cashed, and when it came to 
bun, destroy it. Forgeries to tho amount 
of §22,000 have been discovered, but it 
will take some time to ascertain the whole 
amount. Ho had been 21 years in tho 
bank's service. /..

San Fkancwco, March 15. — John C.

EASTERN STATES. 
Nkw York, March 14. — Jack Dorapsey 
won the tight at Marchmont this morning. 
He knocked out La Blanche in tbirteon 
rou nds. 

Archbishop Corrignn has received an 
official letter from Rome, in which is 
stated the passage ordering him to dis- 
countenance Catholics belonging to the 
Knights of Libor. That tho injunction 
to enforce tho power of the church to 
break up the Knights of Labor was im- 
perative it is indicated that tho archbishop 
of Quoboc recoivod his denunciation of 
the Knights and forbade all Catholics to 
remain a member. The understanding in 
high Catholic circles here that in refusing 
to give New York a successor to Mc- 
Closky in that cardinalnto, and especially 
now iu deciding to go to Canada for a sec- 
ond cardinal iu America tho pope ex- 
presses a rebuke for tho failure to effect- 
ually discountenance secret associations 
among Irishmen hero, and that Bishop

For 
a long period he was in charge of the 
Erie railway depot at Castile aud was well 
known and very popular. 

Toledo, Ohio, March 15. — The mills of 
tho Toledo linseod oil company, which 
were destroyed by fire this morning, were 
among tho largest in the country. Over 
u hundrod barrels of naptha, stored in 
tho building, exploded, shaking the whole 
of the cily and shattering tho window- 
panes m tho neighborhood. Two men on 
the opposite side of the stroet wore badly 
burned and a number of others hurt. 
Tho loss is $100,000; insurance, §30,000. 

Sr. Louis, March 15 - The Union Pa- 
cific announces open rate fur first-class 
tickets between Missouri river and Cali- 
fornia points at 823, and of $12 for second- 
class. 

ATCHISON, Kansas, March 15 —Officials 
of the Missouri Pacific have advices from 
Downs, Kansas, on the Central branch of 
the Union Pacific road, to the effect that 
the striking Knights of Labor thero have 
accepted the company's teniii and re- 
turned to work. 

PlTTSUORO, March 15.— Several hun- 
dred of tho striking miners of Irwin dis- 
trict assembled at Irwin at 7 o'clock this 
morning, and, headed by a brass band, 
marched to the Manor Valley mines and 
persuaded the working colliers to join tho 
strike. All the mines are now idle. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 

Dallas, Texas, March 15. — Itoceivers 
Brown and. Sheldon havu re'eoived notice 
from the United States marshal that tho 
Texas and Pacific railroad is now open 
from end to end. At Big Springs twenty- 
eight mechanics have gone to work in tho 
car shop, meeting with no opposition. At 
Marshall notice has been* givon that the 
company will put men to work this morn- 
ing. All trains are moving on tho trans- 
continental division. 

Galveston, March 15. — A Newa 
Coppo. is Covo special says : Between 12 
and 1 o'clock last night a band of eight 
masked men called at the house of Ji C. 
Polk and inquired for Thomas Walters, 
who was believed to be stepping with 
Polk. Tho latter oponed the door to ad- 
mit one of tho band that he might search 
tho houso for Walters, As Polk opened 
the door tho mob rushed in, seized him, 
and carriod him into the yard where ho 
was knockod down with a heavy club and 
revolvors. Aftor dragging tho iiisunaiblo 
man some distance feet foremost through 
the brush, the mob took Polk up and car- 
ried him half-a-milo and hung him to a 
troo where the body was found this morn- 
ing. Physicians say that Polk was dead 
from the blow on tho head before he was 
hanged. Polk's neighbors suspected him 
of belonging to a band of horso thieves 
who had been deprodating Carrillo Co.

ENGLAND. 

London, March 15. — Bell, tho sculptor, 
wan found guilty of the misdemeanor of 
having obtained money of Sir Wm. Abdy 
by falso pretences and was sentenced to a 
year's imprisonment at hard labor. His 
brother, Walter, jointly indicted with 
him, was acquitted. 

Mr. Gladstone occupied his usual place 
in the house of commons this afternoon. 
He looked fairly well. 

In the house a numbor of resolutions 
looking to tho rehabilitation of working- 
men out of employment, and tho cheap- 
ness of labor at the present time is oppor- 
tune to suspend the sinking fund in order 
to placo the navy in a state of efficiency. 

Tho fact is commented on that Thomas 
O'Connor had a lengthy conversation in 
the lobby to-day with Herbert Gladstone 
and Arnold Morley, and afterwards con- 
versed with Mr. Pamell. 

The lord mayor has issued a second ap- 
peal for donations to bo forwarded for 
relief of unemployed workmen. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, March 15. — Parnell publicly 
urges tho mombers of the Nationalist 
party in Ulster to refrain from celebrating 
St. Patrick's day by demonstration, such 
as a parade likely to angor Orangemen. 
In his circular advising this course to tho 
Irish, their leader says: "Do not irritate 
tho Orangemen, however misguided'you 
may deem them, and this is of vital im- 
portance now." 

It is statod that many Irish constables 
will resign if their force is placed under 
tho control of an Irish parliament. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, March 15. — Immense snow 
falls are reported iu Siiesia. Several 
villagoB aro coinplotoly buried and the in- 
habitants are obliged to dig their way out. 
Five children were frozen to death while 
going to school. 

POLAND. 
Warsaw, March 15. — Agrarian reform 
is making progress in Poland. Many of 
tho provinces aro donating land to small 
holders, appropriating the estatos of large 
owners. The policy, it is-bolievod, will 
win the sympathy of all the Poles. 

EGYPT. 

Saukim, March 15. — In a skirmish to- 
day between British and rebels, 30 of the 
latter wero killed. 

(Jenoral Warron started for London to 
assume command of the police force 
General Dixon has assumed command of 
tho British troops here. 

Cairo, March 15. — Lord Rosehorry, 
British foroign secretary, has instructed 
Sir Henry Druminond Wolfo, British 
commissioner in Egypt, to arrange for the 
reduction and occupation by six regiments 
and the withdrawal of British troops from 
Assouan aud tho Egyptian troops from 
Wady Haifa. 

The Egyptian government oxpects to 
derive a largo revenue from results of the 
discovery of petroleum in the Khedive's 
dominions. 

RUSSIA. 

Odessa, March 15. — An Austro- Hun- 
garian company has obtained a monopoly 
of tho carrying of petroleum to Europe 
hy stoatnor from tho wells in the Cau- 
casus. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

FRANCE. 

Lyons, March 13.- — Tho city was pla- 
carded last night with posters invoking 
tho people to rise up armed on the 18;h 
day of March and pillage and massacre 
the citizens. A man named Rilasa, who 
is described by tho'police as a dangerous 
anarchist, has been arrested. In his pock> 
ets wero found several revolvers and a 
number of dynamite cartridges. 

Pauls, March 13. — The French gov- 
ernment has docided to iisuo a loan of 
1,000,000 francs to consolidate the G18,- 
000,000 franco of Hix-yeas bonds now out- 
standing and to redeem the floating debt. 

CANADA. 

Toronto, (Out.,) March 13. — Owing to 
aronewalof tho obstructive tactics, all 
street cars were withdrawn between 3 
and -1 o'clock this afternoon. About 2:30 
o'clock tho police had hot work in clear- 
ing Yonge stroet of the crowds congregat- 
ed thero. Thoy charged the crowd re- 
peatedly, using their batons most effective- 
ly. The crowd retaliated by throwing 
bricks and stonos. The police succeeded 
after half an hour's hard work in dispers- 
ing tho mob, who, however, congregated 
around tho street car stables. Tho police 
again appearod and after a severe strug- 
gle dispersed tho crowd. Thon thero was 
comparative quiet. 

Mayor IJowland has issued u proclama- 
tion calling upon law-abiding citizens to 
proHer\otho peaco and not to congregate 
on the streets. Meantime, the mayor ah.d 
aldermoji had met informally and after 
discussing the situation a deputation was 
appointed to wa ; ,t upon the president of 
tho Horse Car Company and the strikers. 
Tho result of this conference iB, it js be- 
lieved, that tho strikers will return to 
work to morrow upon the same conditions 
that existed'before the lock out. The im- 
pression got abroad that the company had 
agreed to take the men back conditional- 
ly, and if the strikers aro unwilling to ac- 
cept there may bo trouble to-morrow.

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND 

Mr. Gladstone Submits .31 is Mea- 
sures to Cabinet. 



Probable Conditions of the Mew 
Parliament. 

■tenoned Dissatisfaction in the 
Government. 

Mr. Gladstone Denies all state- 
ments as to his Inten- 
tions. 



(Exclusive to The Colonist.) 

London, March 14. — The Observer says 
that at a cabinet council yoaterday mea- 
sures submitted by Mr. Gladstone for 
home government' of Ireland were un- 
favorably received, and that the prospect 
if persisted in at all will lead to a dissolu- 
tion of tho cabinet. Tho Observer states 
that Mr. Gladstone's draft, as printed and 
handed to the cabinet, deals exclusively 
with expropriation, fur which a oolloaal 
sum will be required. Administration of 
tho fund is to be ontrusted to an Irish 
local body, the constitution of which is 
left a blank in the draft, but which the 
ministers wero informed would be of the 
character of an Irish parliament. 

London, March 15 — Tho Standard says 
it is supposed Gladstone's scheme for the 
government of Ireland proposes the estab- 
lishment of a single chamber of parliament 
at Dublin and embodies the principle of 
minority representation. Ireland will 
continue to send members to Westmin- 
ster, not in proportion to her population, 
but in proportion to her contribution to 
tho Imperial revenue Under this schome 
there would probably be thirty Irish mem- 
bers of parliament. The polico are to bo 
disarmed and are to be under the control 
of tho government of Dublin. Provision 
ia made for the use of the Imperial forces 
when neoded,' for the protection of life 
and property. 

The Globe this p. m. states at the cabi- 
net meeting held Saturday, Trovelyan, 
Bocretary for Scotland, and Edward 
Heueago, chancellor of the duchy of Lm- 
castor, both tendered th.'ir resignations. 
Tho reasons given by both was their dis- 
inclination to support tho Irish policy 
outlined at the meeting by Gladstone. 

Ileneage authorizes the contradiction 
of tho statement that ho has resigned the 
office of chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster. 

London, March 1C. — Mr, Gladstone 
authorizes the statement that ho will take 
no notice of the various versions of his 
Irish plans that have recently been given to 
the public. Ho .says that all the stories 
that have been published regarding Tun in- 
tentions with respect to Ireland arc ontiruly 
baseless. It is understood that tho premier 
hopes to ba able to present his Irish pro- 
gramme in the house of commons on Mon- 
day next. 

Mr. Trovelyan denies that he had tendered 
his resignation sssocretnry for Scotland. 

London, March 15. — The Daily News 
says Mr. Chamberlain disagreos with Mr. 
Gladstone — not on, the subject of rule, 
but on the land question. It is likely 
that Mr. Chamberlain will resign during 
the present wook. Tho situation ia crit- 
ical. A cabinet meeting which ia to be 
hold to-day will probably decido the ques- 
tion of who shall leave tho ministry. 
Whatever happens, Mr. Gladstone is de- 
termined to submit his scheme in its en- 
tirely to parliament,

Part of her passongers wore transferred to 
the pilot boat and part to tho schooner, 
and it ia believed that tboy wore all sub- 
sequently transferred to tho Gorman 
steamer Fulda. There are ovor 800 pass- 
ougers and crow of the Oregon alone on 
the Fulda. Tho Oregon was entirely 
abandoned; she sunk at 1 p. m. to-day. 
i.atkr. 

Tho Gorman steamer Fulda, Captain 
llin^k, from Bremen, which arrived at 
the bar at 5 25 p m. to-day, reports she 
stopped off Fire island on March 14th at 
12 15 p. m., in order to take up tho pass- 
engers and crew of the Oregon and an- 
chored at tho bar off Sandy Hook on ac- 
count of low water, at (i 25 p. in. tho 
same d*y. The saved of tho Orogon aro 
185 first cabin, OG second cabin and 381) 
steerago paBaengera, and '205 of the crew. 
The steamer Orogon collided with an un- 
known doep-ladon throe masted schooner 
on the 14th inst. at 4.20 a. m. when be- 
tween Fire Island light and Shinnecock. 
The schooner struck tho Bteamer on tho 
port Bide, immediately under the dining 
saloon, tearing a large hole in her side 
under water. 

Capt. Cottier, of the Oregon, was below, 
the chief ofheer being in charge on the 
bridge when the collision occurred. One 
of the passengers states that tho hole was 
so lar^e that ono could drive a horse and 
wagon through it; also, that when the 
vessels collided it sounded like the report 
of an ordinary cannon. Tho boats were, 
after some difficulty, manned and lowered 
into the water. The ladies were first got 
into the boats and transferred to tho pilot 
boat and the schooner Fannie A. Gorham. 
From 8 to 11 a. in. the work of transfer- 
ring tho passBiigers was proceeded with. 
All were transferred in safety, not a sin- 
gle life being loBt. 

At 12:10 p. in. they were all safely trans- 
ferred again to tho steamer Fulda, which, 
owing to tho state of the tide, was obliged 
to anchor at Sandy Hook at 0:25 p. m. 
Capt. Collier w»h the last man to leave the 
ship. Tho steamship Oregon was built by 
Johu Elder & Co. at Glasgow for tho Onion 
line, and was launched on June 21st, ]8S:t, 
She arrived hero on her initial trip out iu 
1881, making tho run from Quooustown to 
New York in seven days, eight hours and 
thirty minutes. All that time she was the 
most magnificent, most powerful and fastest 
of the transatlantic vessels with tho excep- 
tion of tho Etruria of the same line.

THE OFFICERS STATEMENT. 

New Yohk, March 15. — Capt. Collier, of 
tho Oregon, made only a verbal statement 
this afternoon to the British consul. Tho 
captain aaid that the course of tlio Oregon 
was north by west when the light was seen 
off the port bow. The steamer when struck 
was going eighteen knots an hour and the 
helm was put haid aport. Chiof Officer 
Matthews was in charge and thoro were 
lookouts in tho forecastlo and at the fore- 
mast; wind was west by north with fresh, 
strong breeze. Ho oould havo rescued every 
soul on board tho Oregon with the boat a she 
carried. Tho consul has decided to send 
the case to England for investigations, and 
there tho captain will fully report. 

Chief Officer W. E. Matthews to-day at 
the shipping oflico in presence of General 
Brown made this statement: "I went on 
watoh at i o'clock Sunday morning. It 
was dark bat the weather was tolerably 
sloar; it was starlight and daybreak had not 
begun. The fourth officer was on the" look- 
out with mo on tho bridgo, ho being on port 
and I on starboard side. There were three 
men on tho lookout also — two on the turtle 
back forward and ono on the fore part of^tho 
promenade deck who was also to keep lookout 
and to puss any word from the other two 
men. Tho latter was an extra lookout

Ottawa, Out., March 7.— Mr. Lan- 
dry's motion of want of conBdenoe on the 
Riol question, which was laid over in the 
house Friday, is demoralizing the opposi- 
tion and confirms the bolief that it was 
really instigated by the government.

When tho damo 'd'Atours' had 
transmitted her orders through tho 
speaking tubo. tho dressing maids took 
from the wardrobe all that was nooded 
for tho toilette indicated, dressod up ono 
of the lay figures, placed it on tho lift 
and sent it down to tho bed-room, so 
that the empress could see for herself 
just how she would look when dressed.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, March 13. — Emperor Wil- 
liam has recovered from his indisposi- 
tion and will attend a banqnet which 
is to be held here to-morrow, the an- 
niversary of the ascension of Alexan- 
der JII to the throne of Russia. 

The rejection of the two fundament 
al clauses of the spirit monopoly bill 
by the committee af the Reichstag to 
which it was referred was equivalent 
to the defeat of the measure. Bismarck 
is deeply mortified at this action and 
bitterly reproached Herr Von BooH'cher 
Imperial House Minister, and Herr 
Scholze for having failed to secure fa- 
vorable action on the measure. With 
his usual tenacity of purpose the Chan- 
cellor still clings to the project. 

During the discussion of the bill in 
connmttee,|H err Bull asked whether the 
government was disposed to consider 
otherjmodes of taxation of spirits. Herr 
Scholze replied that the government 
was pledged to a spirit monopoly, as 
submitted, 

Tho Liberal newspapers exult over 
the fact that Prince Bismarck was ab- 
sent from the Reichstag during the de- 
bate on the bill, after he had announc- 
ed that he would be present and take 
pare in the discussion. 

At a recent Parliamentary dinner, 
Dr. Kopp, Bishop of Fukla, was fully 
robed. Prince Bismarck, who wore the 
decoration of tho Order of Christ, 
which was lately presented to him by 
the- Pope, in the course of his speech 
remarked that His Holiness was a 
most acute and enlightened statesman, 
quick to perceive the present condition 
of the world. 

ENGLAND. 

London', Muroh 13. — Three thou- 
sand unemployed workinginen held a 
meeting at Hackney to day. Red flags 
were displayed and inflammatory 
speeches were made by Champion and 
other Socialist leaders. A large force 
of police, mounted and on foot, were 
present to preserve order. 

The unemployed workmen of Man- 
chester also held a meeting to-day for 
the purpose of making arrangements 
for a great labor demonstration, which 
it is proposed to hold on Monday next. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Hot Springs, (Ark.), March 13.— 
Geo. D. Williams, clerk of tho Sumter 
Hotel, this morning killed Mrs. Norris, 
a guest of tho house, and uttemptedjto 
kill himself. It is alleged that an inti- 
macy has for some time existed be- 
ween Williams and Mrs. Norris, who 
was quite a young and very fashionable 
woman. Her alleged husband, a sport 
ing man, claims to have discovered 
Williams last night in his wife's apart- 
ment and tho matter became public 
through a disturbaucej (that ensued. 
Williams was a young man and very 
popular in society and no stain on his 
character ever before existed. He fired 
only two sliotw, one of which penetrat 
ed the heart of hia victim and the other 
his own head just above the right tern 
pie- 31 

The Post says that Mr. Thomas A. 
Edison has filled an application for a 
patent on his invention for telegraph- 
ing from moving trains. Last October 
Lucien J. Phelps, of New York, ob- 
tained from the Patent Otlice and with- 
out any newspaper notoriety, a patent 
for telegraphing from trains by induc- 
fion. His method is not quite the same 
as Edison's for the latter telegraphs 
from the roof of the car to a wire on a 
pole, while Phelps proposes to lay the 
wire along the track betweon the two 
rails and to telegraph from the bot- 
tom of the car.
